Instead of taking the initiative 
in company with China and the Soviet Un- 
ion, U. S. Delegate Norman Davis has kept

They ll bargain with other foes of the 
administration to vote NO on New Deal leg- 
islation in exchange for aid to prevent. pass- 
age of the measure to stop violence and ter- 
rorism against the Negro people. 

This coalition of the most reactionary and 
chauvinistic elements in the South, who talk 
ioud and long about “law and order” in an 
effort to block other progressive measures, 
have not the slightest compunction in at- 
tempting to kill a measure that means secur- 
ity and freedom for the most persecuted 
section of the American population. 

They do this in defiance of the desires of 
the majority of the people. 

The pecple want an anti-lynching bill. 

As shown by the recent Gallup poll of 

American public opinicn, not only was 

the national sentiment in favor of an 

anti-lynching bill proved by 72 per cent 

“yes” votes as compared with 28 per 

cent “noes.”’ The significant thing was 

that 57 per cent of the votes from the 

South favored an anti-lynching measure. 

Overwhelming majorities in the affirma- 

tive were found in all other sections. 

The anti-lynching bill and other progres- 
sive legislation face the same enemies. This 
is a striking indication of the essential unity 
of the millions of workers and the fourteen 
million Negro people. 

Realization of this fact should be sufh- 
cient prompting for the American people. 
United should be their demands now for a 
really strong federal law to end vigilantism 
and murder in the South. 

Every progressive and liberal organization, 
every individual who loves America and its 
traditions of liberty and democracy, can do 
no less than write or wire their local repre- 
sentatives at Washington, demanding passage 
of the anti-lynch bill. 


big Business 

Wants More 

A TYPICAL big business reaction to the 
r 


resident's program before the special 
session of Congress was contained in the com- 
ment of the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The reaction is typical because it is hypo- 
critical and swinish. 

After some personal slurs at Roosevelt; the 
Chronicle sarcastically refers to his statement 
that business men should have ‘reasonable 
profits. And it adds: 

‘Throughout his whole first term the most 
urgent efforts never extorted that word 
‘profit’ from him even once.” 

The inference is that the New Deal played 
havoc with profits and that the special ses- 
sion should not concern itself with farm and 
labor legislation, but rather should devise 
means to help big business and save profits. 
The Chronicle goes beyond inference and 
urges more ‘leniency’ to big business.

In 1932, Wall Street corporations 
showed net profits of $202,000,0000

DOLLARS! 

An increace of 2,500 per cent in five 
years! 

Yet, these very swine are whining that 
there isn’t enough in their trough, that they 
want their taxes reduced, that they want the 
right to slash wages and boom profits to 
dizzier heights. And the little porker known 
as the San Francisco Chronicle is right up 
there yelping with the pack, in the hope that 
‘1 will influence Congress to dip its hand into 
the Federal treasury and toss a few more 
dollars into the Wall Street swill.

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AID TO DEMOCRATIC NATIONS 


SOVIET PEACE POLICY SEEN AS P| 


By TOM PATTERSON 


PROBABLY never before has 
the United States been con- 
fronted with so clear a choice 
between two policies purporting 
to promote the peace of the 
world through collaboration of 
the democratic powers. 

One of them is no policy at 
all, and that als@ is clearer to- 
day than ever beiore. 

The choice is between the 
peace policy that has been con- 
sistently championed by the 
Soviet Union and that of the 
British cabinet: between collav- 
oration against the fascist na- 
tions who are the deliberate mil- 
itary invaders in China and 

Spain as against placidly allow- 
ing those aggressors to spread 
warfare into the back yard of 
the United States. 

At Brussels today the United 
States undoubtedly has the 
deciding voice. 

The vote of censure against 
Japay was obviously an expres- 
sion of the overwhelming sym- 

pathv of the French and British 
people. Consisiently anxious to 
coften the blows of democracy 
against the fascists, the British 
cabinet fervently hopes that the 
Brussels conference will stop 
there. But it could not hope, in 
the face of the sentiment of the 
British people, to oppose a bloc 
of China, the Soviet Union and 
the United States should the 
latter agree to take collective 
action against Japan. 


Pressure Needed 


If President Roosevelt follows 
the logic of his Chicago speech, 
the United States would cer- 
tainly come forward at Brussels 
as the deciding factor in favor 
of collective action. [f he follows 
that logic, he will come forward 
in tne present session of ton- 
gress to call for the replacement 
of the Neutrality Act with legis- 
lation enabling the United States 
to help China and to refuse to 
help Japan. 

As matters stand, however, 
President Roosevelt apparently 
must feel a good deal more 
yressure from the American peo- 
ple before he follows the logic 
of his Chicago speech. 

That expression of the people 
is one of the prime responsibili- 
ties of labor and all peace-loving 
people in America during the 
present session of congress. 

The mere fact that the deciar- 
ation of censure was voted at 
Brussels is symptomatic of the 
enormous sympathy which has 
developed among the masses in- 
ternationally around the’ Soviet 
Union’s peace program. 


Soviet Legic Irrefutable 

One of the major reasons Is 
that the Soviets’ coid logic o 
the matter is being borne out 
so obviously as to be hard for 
the British tories or anyone else 
to conceal. 

Japan, Italy and Germany 
enter into an “anti-Commn- 
nist” pact, but its first fruit 
is not the invasion of the 
Soviet Union nor even an im- 
mediate threat of it. That coun- 
try has a Red Army making 
any such attempt impossible. 
Instead it is the establishment 
of a fascist government in 
Brazil, the first in the Amer- 
icas. 

Earlier, fascist Italy proclaim- 
ed its mission against Commu- 
nism and occupied s#thiopia. In 
the name of the same struggle 
“against Communism,” Italy and 
Germany carry on the war 
against Spain. Witn the same 
excuse, Japan “invades China. 

Pravda and Izvestia pointed 
out that the immediate objective 
of the “Anti-Communist’ pact 
is an effort of fascism to wrest 
the African colonies from Eng- 
land and France. The entire 
strategy of the three war-mad 
governments today is to build 
an autocratic colonial regime at 
the expense of the democratic 
capitalist countries.

Backed by Socialism 


Under such circumstances it 
becomes increasingly difficult for 
Wall Street and the British 
Tories to hold back the tide of 
international opinion demanding 
sanctions. 

Emergence of the Soviet Un- 
ion’s program as a world factor 
in the fight for peace, however, 
is directly connected with ihe 
development of socialism and 
democracy in the Soviet Union 
itself. 

It is seldom recalled now that 
in 1924 the country of Socialism 
propesed total disarmament to 
all the nations of the world, and 
built up its: Red Army’ ‘as a 
nowerful defensive weapon only 
because the nations would not 
accept such a program. 

And the Red Army has more 
than kept pace following the 
victory of fascism in Germany 
and the Japanese offensive into 
Manchuria. 


Soviet Diplomacy 


The Soviets’ policy of collec- 
tive security against the aggres- 
sor countries stems directly from 
the rise of fascism to its pre- 
sent status of the major world 
threat to peace. Having already 
demonstrated that under Social- 
ism more than 100 conflicting 
nationalities within the country 
itself could live and develop in 
peace, the Soviets entered into 
a series of non-aggression pacts 
with its neighboring smaller 
countries. 

Signing of the pact of mutual 
assistance with France, and later 
with Czechoslovakia, demonstrat- 
ed to the world a_new type of 
international agreement. It par- 
ticularly aroused the ire of Ger- 
man fascismy but its defensive 
character is inherent in the fact 
that it is operative only in the 
event of an attack on one of 
the signatories by an _ outside 
power, And this, more than any- 
thing else, explains why the fas- 
cist “offensive today is shy of 
attacking directly in France but 
moves on less protected fronts. 

In every major crisis marking 
the growing offensive of fascig n 
the Soviet Union has come f8r- 
wards as the foremost spokesman 
of the small nations against 
attack. It was the first to defend 
Ethiopia and the first to come 
to the assistance of the demo- 
cratic government of Spain. 


Major World Factor 

The election of December 12 
in the Soviet Union is a new 
milestone in the struggle for 
world peace. Already in the fore- 
front of the drive to align de- 
mocracy internationally against 
fascism, the new - constitution 
has introduced such unpre- 
cedented democratic guarantees 


as. the right to. work, the 
right to education, the right to 
full security in the event of 
disabilitv. It has introduced the 
full secret ballot and direct elec 
tion to its highest governing 
bodies. It has given the right 
to vote to broader sections of 
the population than any other 
country has ever done. 

Promoting democracy within 
its own borders, taking the lead 
in aligning the forces of world 
democracy. against fascism, the 
Soviet Union’s peace policy has 
become a major factor interna- 
tionally. 
Basis of Pacific Pact 

The Soviet-Chinese pact of 
non-aggression, prohibiting any 
economic assistance to Japan 
while giving China the full 
right to obtain the means ot 
defending herself, forms the basis 
for a Pacific Pact of Non-Ag- 


gression into which the United 


States inevitably must come if 
it is to prevent its own parti-— 


cipation in war. 

China, backed by the Soviet 
Union, made the following pro- 
posals to the democratic powers 
in Brussels: (1) An embargo on 
supplying Japan with materials 
essential to war or for indus- 
trial purposes, (2) Boycott on 
Japanese yoga and Japanese 
shipping, (3) Refusal to give 
credit to apes and (4) Exten- 
sion of aid to China by supply- 
ing her with war materials and 
credit. 

Such a program, carried out 
by the democratic nations head- 
ed by the United States, Great 
Britain and France, could curb 
the Japanese war machine. Fail- 
ure to carry it out brings the 
war closer to the United States 
and would inevitably involve the 
United States. 

Closer Bond Needed 

It is clear that a closer bond 
between the Soviet Union and 
the United States would not only 
serve the immediate economic 
interests of this country in the 
form of increased trade, but 
that it would serve the peace of 
the world. 

In the coming session of con- 
gress the dernaand for this closer 
alliance must be heard in the 
halls of congress, in the WHite 
House and in the state depart- 
ment. To the entire nation, the 
Neutrality Act is now exposed 
as nothing more than a means 
of assisting the aggressor. The 
entire effect of Roosevelt's Chi- 
cago speech was a repudiation 
Of) 10) 

That repudiation must now be 
expressed in a mass demand for 
its repeal and for the United 
States government to place it- 
self squarely’ on record in favor 
of helping China to defeat its 
invader. 


Browder Outlines Communist Party’s 
Six-Point Program in Fight for Peace 


ANSWERS DISTORTIONS BY F. J. LIBBY IN CURRENT MAGAZINE ARTICLE

Ear] Browder, general sec- 
retary of the Communist Party, 
yesterday outlined the Com- 
munist Party’s position for 
peace in answer to an article 
by Frederick J. Libby of the 
National Council for the Pre- 
vention of War in the maga- 
zine, “Peace Action,” which 
distorted the Communist 
Party’s stand. 

The texi of Browder’s letter 
to Libby follows: 

Dear Mr. Libby: 

My attention has just been 
caHed to your article in the 
October ‘issue of “Peace Action,” 
in which you make tne siale- 
ment that “the slogan, ‘War for 
Democracy,’ is being popularized 
by the Communists.” 

I protest most vigorously 
against this slanderous misstate- 
ment, for which you cannote cite 


_the smallest evidence. The whole 


policy of the Communist Party is 
summed up in its slogan “Keep 
America Out of War by Keep- 
ing War Out of the World.” 
When you interpret this as a 
war policy, you are adopting 
the fundamental thesis of Hitler, 
Mussolini, and the Japanese war 
machine that the only way tc 
peace is the unconditional sur- 
reuder of the world to fascism. 


It is noteworthy that the fas- 
cists make exactly the same ar- 
gument against the People’s 
Front government of France and 
against President Roosevelt's 
Chicago speech that you make 
against the Communists. 

The Communist Party has con- 
cretized its central slogan in a 
proposal for Congressional legis- 
lation, as follows: 

1. Require that the President 
shall take notice when any na- 
tion signatory to the Kellogg Pact 
shall violate the provisions of 
that pact by making war, whe- 
ther officially declared or not, 
and ‘shall call it to the attention 
of Rai: aes 

That when the violation of 
hic treaty with the United 
States is established, an embargo 
shall be placed against all econ- 
omic transactions with the guilty 
power until the aggression is 
stopped and reparation made; 

3. That any government, not 
itself an aggressor in violation 
of the Kellogg Pact, but suffer- 
ing from an attack by enemies 
from within or without, shall not 
be hindered in its continuance 
of normal commercial relations 
with the United States; 

4. That a violator of the Kel- 
logg Pact should be considered to 


be that state which is the first 
to declare war upon another 
state; which uses its armed 
Jand, naval, or air forces, with 
or without a declaration of war, 
to invade the territory, or to 
attack the vesseis, or to block- 
ade the ports of another state; 

5. That a state snould also be 
considered the aggressor, in vio- 
lation of the Kellogg Pact, when 
it gives support to armed parties 
or factions engaged in insurrec- 
tion against the democratically 
established government of an- 
other nation; 

6. That in accordance with the 
principles laid down in_ the 
Buenos Aires Conference, the 


. United States shall consult with 


other countries in case of war-or 
the imminent danger of war. 
This is a policy of the unity 
of democratic forces against war, 
exactly the opposite of your 
slanderous misinterpretation that 
it is a policy’ .of war for de- 
mocracy. 
I ask that you give equal 
publicity to this repudiation of 
your misstatement that you gave 
to your original article.

employers’ case. Defendants were 
Ben Davis, Norris Heil, Elmer 
Johnson and Sam Wilson. The 


trial ended in three aquittals 
and one disagreement by the 
jury. . 


The entire center of attack by 
the prosecutor was’on Ben Davis, 
well-known for his militant un- 
ion activities in California. 

Boss Contradicted 


Manager Clapp, of the Wood- 
ruff Seed Co. told of seeing 
Davis strike an officer in the 


while he was standing in 
the doorway of the plant. His 
testimony was so full of contra- 
dictions that later officers of the 
law refuted it, in explaining 
their positions and who did the 
first striking and who was hit. 

Inspector Kaminsky had 
charge of the officers and club- 
bing, but he stated that Davis 
hit Officer Summers on_ the 
choulder, although Officer Sum- 
mers stated he was hit on the

back of the head, and Davis was} 


standing to his side and could 
not have hit him in the back 
of the head. 


Cops Lied 

J. F. Perinie, another officer, 
stated that Davis hit Officer 
Summers in the face. 

Every officer used either a 
club or ax handle but on
